This  bulletin,  the  thirty-seventh  of  the  series  on  population, 
deals  with  the  classification  of  the  population  in  the  84  cities,  52  towns 
and  2  villages  of  Canada  having  5,000  persons  or  over  at  the  Seventh  Census 
of  Canada  taken  as  of  June  1st,  1931* 

The  following  statement  presents  an  interesting  picture  of 
age  distribution  in  the  larger  urban  centres  of  population  in  the  five  main 
geographical  areas  of  Canadao  It  will  be  observed  that,  generally,  the 
cities  of  Quebec  listed  in  the  statement  had  a  greater  percentage  of  their 
population  under  20  years  of  age  than  those  of  any  other  group .
